DOH Overdose Regulation Revision (NMAC 7.32.7): updating 2001 regulation to 
support expanded distribution of naloxone through registered community 
Overdose Prevention and Education Programs 


Expanding uptake of pharmacy-based naloxone service delivery (currently 
approximately 10% of pharmacies statewide) 

> Health care providers co-prescription of naloxone (with opioid or opioid 
replacement therapy) 

> Pharmacist Prescriptive Authority 
>Medicaid Reimbursement Issues

June 2015: Naloxone initiatives launched with Santa Fe County Sheriff’s Office 
and New Mexico State Police, District 7 (Northern Santa Fe county, Rio Arriba and 
Taos counties, western Colfax county) 



Summary 


Drug overdose death rate has increased 20% in 2014 following two years of decreases 


Although progress has been made in dealing with high risk prescribe patterns, we still 
have a lot to do in that area 


The PMP is not being used as much as it should by prescribers 



Summary 


In NM, naloxone-based interventions have been in place for years and new ones have 
been launched more recently. Evaluation of the programs themselves, their 
strategies, barriers, and strengths can help in their improvement and expansion 


Prescribers can play a key role in improving naloxone distribution and curtail opioid 
drug overdose by checking the PMP for every opioid prescription and by prescribing 
naloxone to their clients
